The belated wage demands of all the railroad work- 
ers—30 per cent for the operating and 30 cents an hour 
for the non-operating employes—have now reached the 
conference stage. On July 24 the representatives of the 
carriers and the Transportation Brotherhoods began their 


Force Issue on Wages and New Rules 

When the general chairmen of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Engineers early this year formulated their wage demands, 
they included a number of new working conditions to take care of the 
job-loss caused by the use of new Diesel power. The Western firemen 
and enginemen had just felt the shock of this motive power innovation 
when the Santa Fe placed a 5,500 horsepower Diesel in heavy freight 
service. Nineteen stops for servicing, such as coal and water require- 
ments, were eliminated between Chicago and Los Angeles. At the same 
time pusher service was eliminated at a number of Western points. 
This was a spectacle of future railroad profits, and something that made 
the “tallow-pots” fear for their jobs. , 

The general chairmen at once formulated-a new set of working 
rules, such as train limit restrictions, a six-hour day, and a specified 
number of men on each unit of the Diesels. But Grand President Rob- 
ertson not only opposed the new rules formulated by the general chair- 
, men, but stubbornly resisted any wage demands at all, and when he 
* now supports the wage movement at the Denver convention, it is only 
because the rank and file has forced the issue. 


Silent on Full Crew, Train Limit and Six-Hour Day 

In railroad labor circles, Robertson is a sort of twin brother of the 
well known reactionary AFL leader, Matthew Woll, with whom he was 
once closely associated in that innocent-looking anti-labor organiza- 
tion known as the National Civic Federation. This outfit was financed 
with Mellon-Rockefeller money, and was a false front for the nation’s 
most reactionary, labor-hating propagandists. When the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Engineers got a full account of the National 
Civic Federation they forced Robertson to sever connections. with it. 
Not only that, but Davy was one of Eastman’s most docile yes-men 
when Eastman was in control of the railroads. During this period, when 
all the railroad workers were trying to save their jobs through the 
shorter workday and other adequate legislation, Davy was espousing 
the Coordinator’s share-the-work plans. And, in the meantime, was 
damning with silence and inactivity the proposed Pull Crew and in 
Limit bills, and the efforts to secure a six-hour day. So, true to his old 
form, it is not any wonder Grand Chief Robertson had to be forced 
into demanding more wages for his organized workers.

In fact, it is a frame of mind now manifested by 
certain Brotherhood chiefs, cne in particular, whose rank and file mem- 
bers are in a fighting mood. 
Membership Demands Action at Denver Convention 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and Engineers is now 
holding its national convention at Denver. O/ course Robertson has 
his bureaucracy there to see that his policy survives. But strong rank 
and, file delegations, especially from Chicago and the Western Districts, 
» | are demanding progressive action by the convention. The Chicago dele- 

» gation is determined to have the convention adopt a resolution which 
will support the organizing of a council of the running crafts within 
the Chicago district. 

A council made up of the operative unions could enlist no less than 
some 50 lodges, and represent in a local way about 10,000 engineets, 
firemen, conductors, trainmen and switchmen. These Chicago boys 
want the autonomous right to handle their own grievances to an ulti- 
mate conclusion. They want the right to spread a strike ballot within 
the district. This seems like a step in the right direction, not only to 
get away from the hold-back policies of those leaders who have the 
Eastman frame of mind, but a cotncil of the running crafts will eventu- 
ally draw the shopmen and other unions into a federation with them 


Leaders Drop Three-Point Program 

It was at the Brotherhocd of Locomotive FPiremen.and Engineers’ 
convention in Milwaukee, four years ago, that the firemen brought the 
vacations with pay demand into their program. But what has become 
of it as far as the firemen are concerned? The non-operative unions, 
because of the insistence of the rank and file, did formally demand i, 
of the carriers, who later answered it with a threatened wage cut. 

é The issue went first to mediation and then to arbitration, and it 
might as well have gone to a graveyard, for it is now_as dead &s a 
tomb&tone. 

This issue, played around with as it was by the union leaders, in- 
dicates what they may try to do with the 30 per t wage demands. 
j They have already given ground in face of the railroads’ bluff of re- 
vising the working rules. It was in May of 1940 when the five trans- 
portation unions first met on the demands to be presented to the rail- 
roads. At that time a three-point program was adopted including: al- 
lowances away from home, vacations with pay, and a train-limit and 
full crew rule. Since then the Brotherhood leaders have dropped this 
program entirely. Their excuse is that they have not compiled enough 
data to support these self-evident demands. 


Looking Back to 1916

_ got the eight-hour day and cther improved working conditions in 1916. 
_ Robertson, for, one, should look up the records of those years when C. 
A. Carter was Grand President of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire-. 

No flimsy excuses came from him when the eight- 
hour daywas the issue. No, he and his fellow leaders went to Washing-

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 20.— 
Organized labor is becoming in- 
creesingly alarmed by the rising 
spiral of prices which threatens to 
wipe out completely the wage gains 
made by the trade unions in the 
past few years 
,The CIO has called attention in 
the most réeoent issue of its 
Economic Outlook to the definite 
inflationary trend which is now 
in the making, and the APL warned 
in its Labor’s Monthly Survey tha‘ 
the disastrous experiences of World 
War I days are about to be re- 
peated unless preventive measures 
are taken now. 

At first glance the AFL warning 
might seem exaggerated. For dur- 
ing the 1916-20 period the cost of 
living doubled and wholesale prices 
rose by 145 per cent.

Rents and foods have so far 
shown the most startling increases, 
and these are, of course, the two 
items that figure largest 
average family budget. 

An increase of 133 per cent in 
food since the war started is obvi- 
ously a tremendous drain on low- 
income groups. It means roughly 
that a housewife gets one-seventh 
less for her food dollar than she 
did a year and a half ago. 

It must be remembered, too, that 
in some areas the increase has been 
considerably higher than the aver- 
age, and that some important foods 
have skyrocketed. 


RECENT BOOM 


Within one year eggs have gone 
34 per cent, pork chops have gone 
30.3 per cent, butter has risen by 
25 per cent, sugar has gone up by 
10.4 per cent, milk by 58 per cent 
and round steak by 5.3 per cent. 

Perhaps most serious of all is the 
fact that within the last few weeks 
the rise has been sharpest. In 
other words, the worst is yet to 
come unless something is done about 
it. 

From Mid-May to Mid-June alone 
food prices went up by 3.7 per 
cent, and preliminary reports in- 
dicate that this spectacular upward 
trend continued through late June 
and into July.

Exposing the Mayor’s use of Commis- 
sioner Herlands for witch-hunting against 
organized workers, Murray said that the 
Commissioner’s survey was “proceeding 
along commonly-established lines of such in- 
vestigations, to wit, the maligning and the 
attempted discrediting of democratically- 
elected leaders of a legitimate trade union.” 

This goes to the root of the recent dis- 
missal of Ewart Guinier, Negro Junior Civil 
Service Examiner, on a pretext of “moral 
turpitude.” Guinier is New York president 
of the State, County and Municipal Workers, 
CIO. which has been conducting a campaign 
to organize the sanitation employees. The 
Mayor has bitterly gpposed this campaign, 
and in order to defeat it, seems willing to 
appease the Al Smith, Jr., Councilmanic Com- 
mittee which is trying to undermine the 
Civil Service Commission. 

Murray's letter again shows the justice 
of the legitimate collective bargaining claims 
of the Transport Workers Union whose or- 
ganization and leaders have likewise been 
the target of many scurrilous attacks be- 
cause it seeks decent working conditions for 
the subway employees. 

The danger of the city’s anti-labor at- 
tacks to the CIO, which Murray warns 
against, can well be taken to heart by the 
A. F. of L. The whole labor movement should 
give full backing to the Municipal workers’ 
union in its efforts to defend its interest and 
organize the sanitation employees. 


Profiteering by the 
Landlords 


® It is admitted both by Price Administra- 
tor Henderson and by a division of the OPM, 
that rents are “skyrocketing” in areas ad- 
jacent to armament industries. But it is not 
admissions that are primarily needed from 
Mr. Henderson. It isyaction to curb this con- 
dition. 

Rents are rising not only in sections 
where “defense” industries are located, but 
in urban centers throughout the country. A 
spokesman for OPM dectared that rents have 
in some places jumped to a 100: per cent in- 
crease. Meanwhile, the citywide conference 
of trade unions and other community organ- 
izations in New York on July 12, found the 
local situation to be so acute that it called 
upon: the President to issue an executive 
order to freeze rents.

But unnécessary 
and exorbitant rentals for the landlords, who 
are profiteering on the defense effort, don’t 
come in that category. Defense against Hit- 


lerism requires full protection of the living 


standards of the people, against the rapa- 
ciousness of the food monopolies and land- 
a@@ds. It requires a renewal of adequate low- 
tost housing programs on national and local 
scales. : 
The fight on exorbitant rentals is an im- 
portant part of the front against the high 
cost of living. Communities should’ get be- 
hind the proposal of the New York confer- 
ence to the President and urge freeze-rent 
orders and legislation in their states and 


cities.

Tens of thousands of new workers and 
housewives have gone into the factories 
to replace men at the front and are out- 
doing themselves in boosting production 
figures to record-breaking levels. 

In the Orjonikidze plant in Kramatorsk, 
the fullfilment of the productivity of labor 
plan for May stood at 1059 per cent, 
jumped to 139.1 per cent in June. At the 
Russky Dizel plant in Leningrad the fig- 
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town situated at the very frontier. “To 
leave only in the event of extreme emer- 
gency.’ is the order. We know what is 
meant by the words of extreme emer- 
gency. The voice over the telephone is 
calm and measured.

The Stralingrad Tractor plant increased 
its daily output per worker by 27.4 per 
cent between June 22 to July 13: at the 
Urals car building plant the figure is 19.9 
per cent for the same period At the 
Compressor plant the output per worker 
for the first ten days in July increased 
78.8 per cent, compared with the first ten 
days in June. 

The Soviet meta] workers are not lag- 
ging behind the machine building work- 
ers. Despite the fact that many of the 
workers employed in the plants of ferrous 
metallurgy joined the Red Army in the 
first days of the war, these plants have
